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POPE WILL CREATE 


QUIGLEY CARDINAL 
EARLY IN THE FALL 


Official Announcement Expect- 
ed to Be Made by Apos- 
folic Delegate Soon. 


BIG TRIUMPH FOR CHICAGO, 


Archbishop's Quiet but . Effective 
Work for Catholicity Results in 
~ Selection from Many. 


WILL HELP ELECT NEXT PONTIFF. 


iBY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT |} 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[S8pecial.)— 
James Edward Quigley, archbishop of Chi- 
cago, is to be created a cardinal by Pope 
Pius X.—according to present plans—at a con- 
sistory of the sacred college to be held early 
in the fall. 

Reports received here are to the effact 
that tan has been definitely decided on at 
the Vatican and an official announcement of 
the ¢hdice Is expected to be made by the 
apostolic delegate within a few days. 

As the consistory is not for the purpose of 
confirming the appointment, but merely to 
receive it, since there is no veto or limita- 
tion to the pope’s power of appointment in 
this regard, it now seams the only thing that 
could prevent the dlevation of Archbishop 
Quigley to the cardinalate would be the 
death of the pope. 


Procedure to Be Taken. 

No move toward the formal installation of 
the archbishop in the sacred college will be 
taken, however, until after the appointment 
is formally proclaimed at this consistory. 

Shortly after that has been done, two mem- 
bers of the pope's noble guard will be dis- 
patched from Rome with the credentials, the 
suchetta or red skull cap, and the berretta. 
red hat of the same shape as priests ordai- 
narily wear and which is designed as a sub- 
stitute until the appointee can be invested 
by the pope himself with the red hat peculiar 
to cardinals. 

The presentation of the berretta will con- 
firm Archbishop Quigley as a prince of the 
church, subject to one condition, that he go 
to Rome within a year for formal investment 
by the pope at a consistory of the college of 
cardinals. 

Full Honors May Take a Year. 

At that timé, in addition to receiving the 
red hat, which he * never wear, as its brim 
is six feet wide and it has enormous tassels, 
he will be appointed pastor of one of the par- 
ish churches of Rome or deacon if he should 
be made a cardinal deacon. In this appoint- 
ment will lie the essence of his elevation, for 
it will be by reason of his pastorate of that 
church that he will be entitled to a vote on 
the sélection of the next bishop of Rome, 
who will, of course, be pope. 

The length of time that may elapse before 
Archbishop Quigley is a full fledged cardinal, 
therefore, may be a year. This would be so 
even if the pope should die between this fall's 
consistory and the time of final investure as 
in the case of the late Cardinal McCloskey of 
New York, who recéived the berretta from 
Pope Pius IX. and the red hat from Pope Leo 


XIII. 
TRIUMPH FOR CHICAGO. 


The news from Washington, telling of the 
selection of Archbishop Quigley for member 
ship in the sacred college will be received 
with pleasure in Chicago. The honoring of 
Afchbishop Quigley will be considered by the 
Catholics of Chicago not only as an honor 
and a trizmph for the archbishop but for 
themrelvee and for the city. It will not 
change his status as archbishop of Chicago, 
however, nor give him any additional execu- 
tive authority in the church. 

Except in the case of an election of a pope 
and except as to the Italian cardinals who 
live in Rome and actively conduct the vast 
executive business of the churoh, the pos 
tion of cardinal is purely honorary. 


Appointment Means Much. 

Nevertheless this appointment means 6 
great deal. 

It means the definite recognition of Chicago 
as one of the chief centers of Catholicity in 
the world. 

It means that Chicago will be represented 
at the election of the two hundred and sixty. 
fifth pope of the Roman Catholic church. 

It sets the seal of the highest ecclesiastical 
indorsement upon those things for which 
Archbishop Quigley has stood in the Ameri- 
can church. 

It indicates that at the next election of a 
pope there may be a greater proportion of 
non-Itallans than ever before. 

It marks the climax, the long awaited an- 
swer, to a problem that has puzzled the Cath- 
olles of the United States and the papal court 
for over a decade. 

And it is a tribute to the accurate knowl- 
edge of conditions in distant America pos- 
sessed by the white clad pontiff immured in 
the Vatican. 

Choice Was a Delicate Problem. 

It was a celicate problem, the choosing of 
another American cardinal, and most Ameri- 
can Catholice familiar with the situation wil! 
concede that congratulations are due in about 
equal proportions to the pope for having 
selected Archbishop Quigley and to Arch 
bishop Quigley for having been selected. 

The numerous difficulties that beset the 
pontiff in choosing one man for the honor 
from such a list of celebrities as Archbishops 
Ireland, Farley, Spalding, Glennon, Riordan, 
Blenk, etc., have been pointed out many 
times. It has been suggested a number of 
times that the pope had given up the prob- 
lem of a selection from the high prelates 
and had decided to cut the Gordian knot by 
appointing to the eardinalate some plain 
priest of distinction. Dr. Francis Clement 
Kelley. president of the Catholic Church 
Extension society, was most frequently men- 
tioned in thie connection.

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HELPLESS GIRLS 
SOLDIERS’ PREY? 


Two Said to Have Been Found 
Unconscious in Grant 
Park Military Camp. 


PROMOTERS MAKE DENIAL 


After a week of investigation into stories 
of the mistreatment of young girls by 
solciers during the military maneuvers 
which ended last Sunday night the detective 
bureau of the Chicago police department be- 
lieves it has some evidence to substantiate 
them. 

Albert Fennell, night watchman at the air- 
Ship sheds being comploted for the aviation 
meet in Grant park, last night was inter- 
viewed by Lieut. James V. Larkin and De- 
tectives Randall and Paul He said that 
two girls, neither apparently more than 14 
or 15 years old, had been earried out of the 
park unconscious late at night, after having 
visited or been lured to the tents of different 


soldiers. 

Fennell works for John J. Brittain, a con- 
tractor doing work for the aviation meet. 
He supplemented his story of witnessing the 
removal of these girls with a declaration that 
he had been epproached dy the three south 
park policemen who cafried them out and 
asked not to say anything about K. as it 
would give the park 3 bad name.“ 

Fennell was positive in his assertion. Yet 
John R. Young, in charge of the maneuvers, 
and the south park police both positively as- 
gerted the charges to be without foundation 


of truth. 


Tells of Finding of Girls. 

“The first girl.“ Fennell said, ‘ was found 
near the hayracks in the east section of the 
park either Tuesday or Wednesday night of 
last week. She was unconscious when found 
and was covered up with newspapers, which 
evidently had been placed over her to keep 
passersby from noticing her as she lay, where 
those who left her evidently had expected 
she would regain consciousness and be able 
to return to her home. I was acquainted 
with only one of. the three park policemen 
who removed this girl from the park by way 
of the Randolph street exit. This man I 
knew only as Mike.’ 

Friday morning at 6 o'clock the same 
three pollcemen found a 14 year old girl, 
wearing short dresses, unconscious in one of 
the tents of the Fifth Ohio National guard. 
This girl was carried to the military hospital 
in the north end of the park and later was 
removed on a stretcher tothe temporary hos- 
pital at the Van Buren street entrance. 


Heard Bumors Victim Died. 

“ A short time after she arrived there an 
ambulance took her away, but I was not 
present at the time, and was unable to learn 
whether it was a private or a police ambu- 
lance or where it took the girl. However, it 
was common gossip about the park after this 
occurrence that the girl had been spirited 
away to a hospital where she died. I can 
identify the policemen who took the girls 
away and told me not to talk The first name 
of one is Mik 

It was on this same Friday morning, ac- 
cording to John R. Young, that Mrs. Ger- 
trude Howe Britton of the Juvenile Protect- 
ive league reported that twenty-one young 
girls had been driven out of the camp after 
they had been in the park with soldiers near- 
ly all night. e police say they will make a

Two south park policemen, with badges 
Nos. 281 and 146, when seen last night denied 
all knowledge of the attacks. They also 
denied hearing of any attacks. Both ex- 
pressed an opinion that Fennell had been 
romancing. One of them is believed to be 
the Mike described by Fennell.

“THUMBS DOWN” 
“TO RULER SIMON 


So President of Hayti Flees 
Insurgents and Boards 
Vessel in Harbor. 


SIX DIE AS HE EMBARKS. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Aug. 2.—The revoin- 
tion in Haiti has triumped. 

President Antoine Simon fled from the cap- 
ital today and took refuge on board the Hat- 
tien cruiser 17 Decembre, formerly the yacht 
American. With him are his wife and cu 
dren and a number of his followers. 

The 17 Decembre lies in the harbor tonight 
and it Is believed Simon is awaiting the ar 
rival of a foreign merchantman on Which he 
can take passage for St. Thomas, D. W. I, or 
ö Jamaica. 

On all sides the capital in invested by fol- 
lowers of Gen. Firmin, one of the revolution- 
ary leaders. The city itself is in the hands of 
a committee of safety and there is no general 


disorder. 
Six Killed as Simon Embarks. 
Tonight numerous shots were heard, but 


these are believed to have been fired only in 


celebration of the overthrow of the Simon 
administration. Foreign interests are be- 
lieved to be secure None of the foreign 
warehbips hae landed bihuejackets. 

The departure of the aged president was 
not without disorder however, for, as he 
was embarking at the wharf, there was a 
riotous demonstration in which the ex-presi- 
dent's chamberlain, Deputy Prin of Jeremie 
and five other persons were killed. Clemen- 
tina Simon, the presidente dalighter, and six 
other persons were hurt. The injuries of 
Mise Simon are slight: 

Promptly at 4 o'clock Simon came out of 
the maln entrance of the palace. Over his 
shoulder the olò man, who almost to the last 
had declared he would fight to the end, and, 


if necessary, die in the harness, carried his 
rifie. With head erect he marched down to

members of his family previously had taken 
refuge on the 17 Decempbre. 


As Simon and his daughter gained the 
wharf there was a rush of the mob that had 


gathered to witness the departure. Mise 
Simon was the center of the attack and sev- 
eral women, howling and shrieking, succeed- 


ed in pulling off her hat. 


® peputy’s Death Sensational. 

Chief of Police Saint Lo rushed to the 
rescue and led the young woman away from 
the infuriated crowd toward a schooner, 
the Bradford C. French. On the gang plank 
Deputy Prin offered his arm to Miss Simon. 
As he did so an enraged man rushed up and 
pressing the barrel of his rifle fairly into the 
deputy's face fired. Prin dropped in his 
tracks dead Firing became promiscuous and 
before it ceased five other persons had been 
killed and six wounded. 

When the presidential party boarded the 
schooner it ran out into the harbor and along 
side the 17 Decembre, on which they took 
refuge. Among those with Simon who will 
accompany bim in exile are Gen. Monplaisir, 
minister of war, and Minister of the Interior 
Sylvain.

STATE LAW LED TO ACTION 


Gas will cost Chicago consumers 80 ce 
& 1,000 cubic feet beginning on Monday. This - 
is 5 cents lower than the existing rate and 
5 cents higher than the rate provided in 
the new ordinance. 

Judge John Gibbons in the Circuit court 
late yesterday afternon fixed that rate as the 
price which must be charged, until the rete 
, ordinance recently passed by the city coun- 
cll is finally passed on in the courta As the 
court said, We “split the difference.” 

Judge Gibbons also issued a restraining or- 
der preventing the city from enforeing the 
ordinance which made the rate an average 
of 701-6 cents for the next five years. He 
asserted that he believed the 525,000 gas con- 
sumers of Chicago were entitled to the & 
cent reduction he made while the validity of 
the new rate ordinance is being tested. 


Saving to City $1,000,000 a Year. 

Reduction of the rate from & cents te & 
cents will save the gas consumers of Chicago 
approximately $1,000,000 a year. The reduo- 
tion is delayed until Aug. 7 in order that the 
Peoples Gaslight and Coke company may 
have a chance te adjust ite books and 
records. 

The judge’s order provides that the gas 
company must pay back to consumers the 
difference between 80 cents and 75 centa, the 
rate prescribed in the ordinance, in case fhe 
new rate ordinance is ultimately sustained 
by the courts. The 80 cent rate may stand 
for two years, anyhow, as the court indicated 


sion, which is likely, it will take that long te 
get the case through the higher courts. 

James F. Meagher, counsel for the gas 
company, protested against the reduction. 
He said it was unjust and that the judge had 
no power to take such action.

Be it enacted by the people of the state of Illinois, represented in the 
That upon the adoption of this act in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided the city of Chicago shall nave the power and authority to sell surplus elec- 
tricity. for heat, light. and power within the corporate limits of said city, and is hereby 
empowered to prescribe by ordinance maximum rates and charges for the supplies of 
gas and electricity for power, heating, and lighting furnished by any individual, com- 
pany, or corporation to such city and the inhabitants thereof. 

Such rates and charges to be just and reasonable and may be fixed for a period 
not exceeding five years, and IN CASE THE CORPORATE AUTHORITIES OF ANY 
CITY SHALL FIX UNJUST AND UNREASONABLE RATES AND CHARGES THE 
SAME MAY BE REVIEWED AND DETERMINED BY THE CIRCUIT COURT OF 
THE COUNTY IN WHICH SAID CITY IS SITUATED. 

Provided, that nothing fn this act contained shall be construed as enlarging the 
powers now conferred by law upon said city to own, construct, or acquire electric 
lighting plants or as permitting said city to sell electricity so long as the same is 
needed for light, heat, and power for municipal purposes.

Hastens Gas Laws, Says Sexton. 

Judge Gibbons’ ruling will have a tendency 
to hasten gas legislation, in the opinion of 
Corporation Counsel Sexton.

day's important developments he said : 


The gas company sought to enjoin the 
enforcement of the ordinance until the ter- 
mination of the litigation.

WOMEN J AGENTS 70 STRIKE? 


Protest Wage Cut Following 
Jen Hour Day“ Law. 


MEN FILL “EXTRA” LIST. 


Negotiations Due Next Week; Arbitra- 
tion Body Settles 9 Strikes. 


Trouble which may result in a strike of the 
women ticket agents of the Chicago elevated 
railroads is brewing as a result of the new 
law which forbids the employment of women 
longer than ten hours a day. 

When the law went into effect, July 1, the 
women agents were working twelve hours a 
day. They declare that the elevated com- 
panies have Geducted two-twelfths of their 
pay, and that preparations are now being 
made to get rid of all women ticket sellers. 
Before the new law wae enacted the board 
of managers of the elevated companies an- 
nounced that its passage would mean the ex- 
clusive employment of men agents. 


“Extra” Women Agents Dropped. 

Before the law become effective the entire 
“extra list’’ of agents was composed of 
women. Now all of them have been dropped 
and men employed to take their places. Much 
indignation exists in the union because men 
have accepted the positions formerly filled 
by women. 

Negotiations between the union and the 
board of managers for a settiement of their 
differences will be opened next week. Offi- 
Clals of the union say the agitation will be 
adjusted amicably, but the women are not 80 
sure of this. A woman agent said last night 
that her fellow workers have decided a re- 
duction of wages is not a matter to be set- 
tled dy arbitration. She admitted that the 
women were seriously contemplating a strike 
unless their former wage scale was restored. 


Adjust Building Trades Strikes.

CHURCH LOAN SHARK SHIELD? 


Federal Officials Say Man Used 
Methodists as Catspaw.

HELD IN BONDS OF 85,000. 


Father, Veteran Government Employe, 
Also Watched. 


The First Methodist church was the unwit- 
ting beneficiary of a philanthropic plan for- 
mulated by Charles H. Commons, 1601 Belle 
Flalne avenue, whose career as a voiunteer 
church aid society was arrested yesterday. 
Presumably his benefaction was planned as 
a surprise, for he had not confided in the 
church authorities. There exists some doubt 
as te just when he intended to report the 
fruits of his philanthropic campaign. 

According te the federal authorities, Cam- 
mons has been running a bank,“ loaning 
money at various rates, ranging tothe rather 
high point of 10 per cent a month, equivalent 
to 120 per cent a year. Patrons of the bank 
who yelped with pain at the prospect of pay- 
ing any such rate were soothed by the as- 
surance that the dank retained only 6 
per cent, and that the balance of 114 per 
oent was for the building fund of the church. 


Milwaukeean Makes Complaint. 

When this balm was ineffective, the post- 
office inspectors say, Commons wrote letters 
of a different Gharacter, suggesting strong 
measures for collecting the loan with full 
- interest. 

Neither method worked with Barnhbard 
Roeber, a patron living at 518 Clinton street, 
Milwaukee, and the letters were turned over 
to Postoffice Inspector Charles N. Moore. 
Commons was brought before Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote, who granted a continuance 
until tomorrow at 11 a. m., Commons fur- 
nishing a §5,000 bail bond.

Commons is a son of Charles W. Commons, 
who has been in the customs service in Chi- 
cago for the last twenty-five years. The in 
spectors assert that the father has been 
concerned with the success of the bank,” 
and that the church foundation program was 
in a large part conceived and developed by 
him.

William H. Prince a dashing financier of 
St. Louis, was arrested in Chicago Jast night 
charged with widespread embezziements 

Prince, it is claimed, has sold in a brief 
time thousands of shares of stock in the Mu- 
tual Advertising and Manufacturing agency 
of St. Louis, distributers of a sanitary kitch- 
en cabinet known as the White House pan- 
try. In Shreveport, La., where his arrest is 
desired, he is said to have disposed of be- 
tween $35,000 and $50,000 worth of stock, also 
selling the Kentucky rights of the cabinet to 
L. M. Howard for $6,000. 


Shift Baggage About Depots. 

Sherif J. P. Flournoy of Shreveport wired 
Inspector Hunt of the detective bureau to 
look out for Prince on July 24. At that time 
Prince and his wife were staying at the Con- 
gress hotel. They later moved to a north side 
hotel, changing their baggage several times 
from one depot to another. The first of this 
week the Princes moved to a lavishly fur- 
nished suite of rooms at 479 Deming place. 

He was arrested last night just as he and 
his wife were returning from an automobile 
ride. Detectives Blaul and O'Donnel] of In- 
spector Hunt's office had talked with Roy A. 
Baker, Princes chauffeur, earlier in the 
evening. Baker told of being brought to Chi- 
cago from St. Louis by Prince. He suffi- 
clently identified Prince to warrant the ar- 
rest. 


Denies Charge of Swindling. 

1 have never swindled a person in my 
life,” Prince insisted to Inspector Hunt. “I 
own $75,000 worth of stock in the Mutual Ad- 
vertising and Manufacturing agency my- 
self.” 

He is being held at the detective bureau on 
a fugitive warrant, awalting a Shreveport 
officer who will arrive on Friday.

Say Men Fleeced Chicagoan. 

The police declare that Prince operated a 
confidence game in Chicago last year, fleec- 
ing a merchant of $600 in May. It is alleged 
that he then went under the name of Tim- 
mons. He made indignant denials of this 
also. His wife was hysterical at the detec- 
tive bureau, pleading for his release. After 
asserting that he has an office in the Steger 
building and that he will fight extradition, 
Prince became reticent and would answer 
no more questions Whether he disposed of 
any stock in Cnicago is not known. 


U. S. JUDGE PUTS END TO 
“NATURALIZATION TRUST.” 
Debars Men Who Acted as “Rela- 


tives” and Sponsors for Aliens Who 
Sought Citizenship Papers. 


The “ naturalization trust in Chicago has 
been dusted by United States Circuit 
Judge Walter H. Sanborn. Two men who 
have figured as friends and relatives for 
scores of prospective American citizens have 
been caught and permanently debarred from 
appearing again as witnesses for applicants 
for citizenship. 

The heads of the defunct trust were 
Bernard J. Braunstein and Samuel Russo,

The arbitration treaties had their inception 
in what Was regarded as a casual utterance 
of President Taft at a dinner of the American 
gociety for Judicial Settlement of Interna- 
tional Disputes on Dec. 18 last. 

On that occasion the president declared 
that he saw rod reason why the ancient tradi- 
tion should be preserved that questions af- 
fecting the vital interest and honor of na- 


jon these questions Were as susceptible of 
dispassionate arbitration as any other 
international issues. 


Provisions of the Treaties. 
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The new treaties are different in the im- 
portant particulars that they remove the 
exceptions contained in all former arbitra- 


tion treaties that questions of vital interest 
and national honor shall not be subject to 
- grbitration. 

It remained for American diplomats to hit 


upon the solution of the problem of providing 


‘for a judicial settlement of keen interna- 


tional disputes without offending the pride | 
ofthe principals. This was done by thé crea- 
tion of the commission of inquiry which is 


the novel feature of the treaties signed today. 
This commission is to be made up of rep-

- @nd if possible recommend a settlement that 
will preclude the necessity of arbitration.

Because of 
hie behavior in this regard he has not been | 
mentioned as often or as insistently in dis- 
cussions of possible appointments te the | 
sacred college as have been a nimber of his 
colleagues in the American hierarchy. 

In addition to the trigsaphs of the Churcu 
Extension society, here are some of «he 
things Archbishop Quigley has done: 

Split up big Chicago parishes, lessening 
the great evil of overcrowding, bringing the 
churches closer geographically to the people. 
and bringing the priests closer spiritually to 
the people. This has meant a big fight agains. 
conservatism, vested rights, and selfishness, 
which the archbishop has carried on sot 
only without encouragement but practically 
without the knowledge of the people at large. 


Built Up Parochial Schools. 

Built up such a system of parochial schools 
that it is now taken for granted in a new par- 
ish that the schoolhouse will be built before 
the church or parsonage. Parochial school 
dulldings and equipment have been brought 
up to date.

Quiet Acts Weighed in Rome. 

These are among the things which have 
influenced the pope in selecting him for mem- 
bership in the eacred college. They are 
things that have been done, for the most 
part, quietly at his desk in his little office 
in the chancellery on Cass street, rather 
than at massmeetings, conventions, or in 
newspaper interviews. They have not 
been spectacular—but they have weighed 
heavily at Rome. 

The afchbishop is generally regarded as 
an ultra-conservative, but it is noticeable 
that some of the reforms he has carried 
through have been ultra-radical from the 
standpoint of many ecclesiastics. Ho ia sow 
to act, but hard to stop.

Chocolate Bread Pudding—Two cups of 
bread crumbs, one egg, two cups of milk, one 
square of chocolate, one-third cup sugar, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, pinch of salt. For hard 
sauce: One-half ounce of butter, one-fourth cup 
of sugar, two drops of vanilla. Scald milk and 
pour over bread crumbs. Melt chocolate over 
hot water. Dip out a few tablespoons of the 
milk, add to chocolate with a part of the sugar. 
Beat eggs and mix all together, adding vanilla 
and salt. Bake in slow oven thirty minutes.

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Modern Aeroplanes—Farman Bi-Plane 


Being Third of a Series of Articles Bearing on the 
International Aviation Meet Which Opens in Chicago 


on August 12. 


— 


DESCRIBED BY WM. B. STOUT. 


F all foreign types of biplane filers 
none is so well known as that built 
by M. Henri Farman. Though thie 
machine and the one built by his 
brother, Maurice, are commonly 
called French machines, i@th of the Far- 
mans are English by birth, their father 
being the well known Paris correspondent 
of the London Standard 
Anything new in methods of locomotion 
has always been a thing of interest to the 
Farmans from the time of the first bicycles, 
when these boys were of the first to 
take up the sport, and the two of them 
formed the greatest bicycle racing pair the 


world has even seen. With the aavent of 
the motor car the pair shifted théir inter- 
ests to this newer locomotion, and again 
headed the list as eders of the day until 
in September, 1907, Menri made his start 
at flying at the wheel of a Voisin—one of the 
first of successful French flying machines. 

The first machines turned out on his own 
account made their appearance in 1909, but 
nothing remarkable was heard of the ma- 
chine until, seeing its possibilities, he fitted 
onen of the Gnome rotary sylinder type 
motors to his machine, a motor then untried 
and in the experimental stage. At once he 
began to break records, capturing the big- 
gest prize of the great (Rheims meet of 
1909 by flying continuously for three hours 
and fifteen minutes. 

At present the Farman holds the record 
for flight in point of time in the alr and 
also the height record, though monoplanes, 
of course, hold the speed events. 

As seen from the photograph, the Far- 
man is a very large machine, having dauble 
wing surfaces connected by uprights, as is 
usual with the biplane type, and trussed 
with plano wire. In front is the elevator 
similar to the Curtiss maching, with a bi- 
plane tail at the rear arranged to lift a 
part of the weight and hence in this regard 
differing from the Curtiss tail, which is 
merely for steering up and down and sup- 
ports no weight. 

Between the tall surfaces are the rudders 
seen in the photograph. 

Nearly all the framework of this machine 
has been made of spruce, but of late Henri 
Farman has taken to using steel tubing for 
the uprights with good success. The spars 
holding fhe elevator and tall, however, are 
left of wood. 

THE LANDING CHASSIS. 


The Farman landing device is one of the 
most widely copied, and most efficient of any 
being used on many other biplanes and mono- 
planes. 

It consists of two skids, each one arranged 
as in the separate drawing which shows but 
one of them and part of the framework. 

Crossing each skid and just above it is an 
axle A of short tubing, with a pneumatic 
tired wheel at each end and revolving on i

Thus, when standing the ma- 
chine is supported on the wheels, the bands 
supporting and springing the weight over 
the bumps when in motion. In landing, how- 
ever, or when going over a big bump where 
tne wheels sink in, the whole weight is taken 


dy the skid runners as the wheels spring up 


from tae shocks. 

Thus the wheels save the skids from un- 
sprung: jolts, while the skids, on the other 
hand, take the load when it gets too heavy 
for the wheels. Thus each helps the other, 
and all shocks, whether down or sideways, 
are partially absorbed. 


THE CONTROL. 

Instead of wing warping or having extra 
surfaces between the wings the Farman uses 
the rear edges of the wings at the ends as 
allerons. If you wil} look closely at the 
photograph you can see that the rear edges 
of the planes near each tip show a space or 
white line. The portion of the trailing edge 
of each wing between this space and the wing 
end is hinged and connected to a lever in the 
pilot’s hand by wires in such a way that by 
pulling this lever to right or left these right 
Ir left “‘ ailerons’ are pulled down, giving 
more or less lift on one side, and thus bal- 
ancing the machine sideways. 

The balancing fore and aft is done by the 
same lever, which in moving forward or back- 
ward tips the elevator in a corresponding 
direction. Thus one lever attends to all the 
balancing and one has his feet left to steer 
with and his other hand to manage the en- 
gine controls. 

This Farman control is widely copied and 
has the advantage that all the movements 
are natural. 

Altogether, the Farman stands in a class by 
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itself as a touring and weight carrying ma- 
chine, though not in any sense a speed ma- 
chine. 

The machine built by Maurice Farman is 
similar in many respects to the Henri 
man, but differs in the details. 

You may distinguish the Farman from 
others by its double surfaced or biplane tail 
and the four wheeled landing chassis with 
skids. Also by the rotary Gnome engine in 
com bination.

“BUD” MARS ON CONTRACT

Chicago is going to witness the first aerial 


competition in which a woman is a contest- | 


ant. Miss Harriet Quimby of New York 
ls to fly in the international! aviation meet 
beginning a week from Saturday at Graht 
park. 

While Miss Quimby’s contract of entry has 
not been received by the management, the 
“ aviatrice’s "’ appearance is certain. She 
was granted a pilot's license by the Aero 
Club ‘of America on Tuesday. Lack of a 
license had been the one barrier prevent- 
ing her appearance in Chicago. 

Miss Quinby enjoys the distinction of being 
the first woman to recetve a pllot's license 
from the Aero Club of America, and will be 
the first woman to compete with men in a 
meet. She is described by press agents as 
“ piquantly attractive.“ She was formerly 
dramatic editor of Leslie's Weekly, but be- 
came so fascinated with the flying game that 
she entered the Moitsant school of aviation 
at Mineola, Long Island, N. T. She drives a 
Bleriot monoplane. 


“Bud” Mars Also Booked. 

Bud“ Mars was booked yesterday. His 
manager, also the manager for Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin, dean of airmen,” delivered the 
signed contract late in the afternoon. Mars 
was only slightly injured when he fell several 
hundred feet in Erie, Pa., recently, and has 
fully recovered. He is the first aviator to 
circle the globe. He made flights in Hawaii, 
the Philippines, China, Japan, Siam, Siberia, 
Russia, and Poland. The king of Siam, who 
was Mars’ host for two days rode twelve 
miles with him In his aeroplane. 

It was learned yesterday that in addition 
to the army, navy, and signal corps, an- 
other department of the government is to 
be involved in the meet, though unofficially.

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CAREY MANKER CUTS THROAT 


Aged Embezzler Attempts Sui- 
cide in Frisco; May Die. 


BRAVE TALK BEFORE DEED. 


IIlinoisan, Starving, Ended Three 
Years’ Wandering Last Saturday. 


San Francisco, Cal. Aug. 2.—[{Special.]— 
Carey A. Manker tried to commit suicide 
today im the city prison. 

A few hours after the governor of Califor- 
nia honored requisition papers from Dlinols 
the aged prisoner, who wrecked the bank 
at Pearl, III, and who had been a fugitive 
for three years until he gave himself up last 
week, cut his throat. 

With a rusty knife, procured in a manner 
unknown to the police, Manker severed the 

gular vein. He was taken to the Central 

mergency hospital. He is not expected to 
live through the night. 


Attempt Follows Brave Talk. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoon, less 
than an nour before he attempted suicide, 
Manker said to a newspaper man: 

I'm going back to Pearl and I'm going 
to stick it out. Down in my heart I feel the 
sting of the scorn and calumny, and witha 
firm knowledge that I never did a wrong act 
willfully, I’m going back to the old place 
in Illimois and make my fight. I'm going to 
build my life anew. I’ve got confidence in 
myself. I know I ean rehabilitate my for- 
tune and reéstablish myself in the hearts of 
the people who trusted me.” 


Story of His Downfall. 

Manker up to three years ago was an influ- 
ential and supposedly wealthy resident of 
Pearl. He had been gambling in stocks for 
some time, however, and had lost large sums 
of money. 1 

He devoted a large amount of cash to a 
vain effort to perfect a device to prevent the 
robbery of banks. His shortage totaled $45,- 
000, according to a confession he made in San 
Francisco last Saturday. 

Manker is about 65 years old and an- 
nounced his identity in a water front lodg- 
ing house after having been a wanderer since 
his flight from Pearl. Hunger and loneliness 
drove him to surrender.

COURT PRACTICE PASSES AWAY 


Mrs. Belle A. Mansfield, Latterly an 
Educator of Prominence, Expires at 
Aurora. 


Mrs. Belle A. Mansfield, 6 years old, the 
first woman ever admitted to the practice of 
law in the United States, died at the home of 
her brother, Judge W. J. Babb of Aurora, 
early yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Mansfield was admitted to the Iowa 
bar in 1868, two years after she had gradu- 
ated from Iowa Wesleyan university. 

Mrs. Mansfield was widely known as an 
educator. At the time of her death she was 
the dean of the college of art at Depauw uni- 
versity at Green Castle, Ind., while for years 
she held the chair of political science 4 Iowa 
Wesleyan university. 

She was given the chair of political science 
at Iowa Wesleyan university soon after she 
had been admitted to the bar. 

A trip to Europe for the purpose of study 
followed her admission to the practice of law. 
Immediately on her return she was called to 
the chair in the Iowa school 

She was elected a member of the Depauw 
university faculty in 1885. She occupied the 
chair of history until 1894, when de was 
elected deam of the schoole of music and of

Postoffice Department Warns 
Them Not to Contribute 
to Proposed Fund. 


GIFT FOR EDITOR ASKED. 


Circular Suggests Presenting 
Him $42,000 for Services 
in Men’s Behalf. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.)— 
Uniese certain plans go awry, Wisdom D. 
Brown, editor of the R. F. D. News, will be 
the biggest beneficiary from the increase in 
pay given rural free delivery carriers in the 
postoffice department by the last congress. 

Under the terms of the legislation each of 
the 42,000 rural carriers in the country will 
receive a raise of $100 a year in his compen- 
sation, eo the average salary paid will be 
$1,000. But Mr. Brown, who was active in 
inducing congress to grant the increase, is 
to receive $42,000 for his services if the car- 
riers comply with the plans conceived by his 
friends. 

Within the last week the rural delivery 
men throughout the country have received 
from H. H. Windsor, 818 West Washington 
street, Chicago, a circular requesting each 
carrier to forward 81 as a testimonial of grat- 
itude to Editor Brown. 

Mr. Windsor founded the R. F. D. News 
and later sold it to Mr. Brown, who then 
transferred publication of the journal from 
Chicago to Washington. The magazine is 
published in the interest of the rural car- 
Hera 

A few days ago the circular came to the 
attention of the postoffice department. The 
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postmaster general at once sent to every post- 
office a warning to all carriers not to have 
anything to do with the proposition. The 
matter also has attracted notice from con- 
gressmen, who have demanded an investi- 
gation of the scheme and its origin 

The increase in compensation went into ef- 
fect July 1 last and the circular was sent out 
on July 24. 


Mr. Brown’s Work Described. 

In describing Mr. Brown's work Mr. Wind- 
sor says: 

The house had voted the carriers an lin- 
crease of $100 a year, but an amendment 
which was reported by the senate postoffice 
committee not only would have cut down the 
increase but in many cases would have meant 
no increase at all, but instead an actual re- 
duction of salaries. The senate amendment 
was adroitly drawn and only Mr. Brown’s 
vigilance and activity prevented its passage.

MATCHES CAUSE GIRL’S DEATH. 


Daughter of Hyde Park High School 
Teacher Fatally Burned at Sum- 
mer Home in Michigan, 


Jessie Campbell Morse, the 8 year old 
daughter of J. F. Morse, a teacher at Hyde 
Park high school, was burned to death last 
Monday at the summer home of her parents 
near South Haven, Mich. While her parents 
were outside the house, the child got hold of 
some matches. Their first knowledge of the 
accident was when she rushed screaming out 
of the back dpor, She died two hours later.

FISHER LEAVES FOR ALASKA; 
TALKS OF COAL LANDS Quiz. 


Says “I Want to Know”—Wil] Make Re- 
port Next Month—Reclamation Head 
Goes with Secretary. 


Secretary of the Interior Walter L. Fisher 
passed through Chicage yesterday on his 
way te the first field investigation since his 
appointment to the cabinet. The investiga- 
tion Of prime importance will be that of 
Alaska unt particular regard to the coal 
land situation and the railroad development. 

“I simply want to make a first hand study 
of real conditions in the territory,” he said 
shortly before leaving. These is a vast 
amount to be done there, 6 it is impor- 
tant that the department should be pos- 
sessed of accurate information. Whether 
it be wise to lease the coal lands for a 
definite term remains to be seen, and this 
will be an important part of my recommen- 
dations on returning late in September.“ 

With Secretary Fisher are F. H. Newell, 
director of the United States reclamation 
service at Washington; George Gove, private 
secretary; Walter T. Fisher, and Thomas 
Gorham of Boston. Dr. Brooks of the geolog- 
ical survey and Director Holmes of the bu- 
reau of mines, with several assistants, are 
on their way to Alaska to make e preliminary 
investigation. Gov. Clark of Alaska will 
meet the party at Juneau late in the month. 

The party will make a rapid trip through 
some of the tracts now under development, 
the North Platte at Mitchell, Neb., that at 


Huntley, Mont., and the Shoshone project 


in Wyoming, from there to Denver and 
Utah, and then to Seattle, where Mr. Newell 
remains the rest of the party sailing for 
the north. 

On his return Secretary Fisher will have 
another series of meetings—the national con- 
ference of engineers of the reclamation gerv- 
ice in Boise Sept. 8, the superintendents and 
administrators of national parks at the Fel- 
lowstone Sept. 11, the national conservation 
congress at San Francisco, and another at 
Kansas City the following week, and the 
national mining congress here on Sept. 28. 

“It is the most tnorough investigation by 
a department head that I remember,” said 
Mr. Newell.

Cleveland Officials Think Company Has 
Been Adulterating Artificial Product 
and Demanding Unfair Price.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 2.— Results came fast 
today following last night’s raid by city offi- 
cialis on the artificial gas making plant of 
the East Ohio Gas company, when evidence 
was obtained, it is asserted, to cause the offi- 
clals to suspect that the gas company has 
been mixing the cheaper natural gas with the 
artificial product and selling it to the public 
at artificial gas prices. 

Steps were taken toward a grand jury in- 
vestigation. The city chemist began an 
analysis of samples of products obtained in 
the raid. 

The city government not only began an in- 
vestigation of the entire artificial gas sys- 
tem and suspended firancial relations with 
the company, but ordered an audit of the 
gas report filed by the company for the first 
half of 1911. 


MILLIONAIRE PHIPPS DIES; 
HOTEL HERMIT FOR 8 YEARS. 


Early Partner of Andrew Carnegie 
Suddenly Expires Soon After the 
Death of His Pet Dog. 


Los Angeles, Cal. Aug. 2.—[Special.}—Ma]. 
W. A. Phipps, the eccentric multimillionaire, 
who had not left his rooms at the Hote! Van 
Nuiss for eight years, and had kept his 
young wife practically a prisoner tn the ho- 
tel during that time, died suddenly today, his 
death following closely the death of his pet 
dog, to which he was greatly attached. 

He was one of the first partners of An- 
drew Carnegie in the steel business, in which 
he made his fortune. After buying a big 
ranch here ten years ago, he hid in the ho- 
tel and his meals were sent to his rotes.

R 
cently he was frightened into illness by the 
sudden appearance of a Japanese window 
cleaner outside his window.

Tells of Talk with Perkins. 

Though denying any knowledge of the ex- 
igtence of an alleged conspiracy on the part 
of J. Pierpont Morgan and his interests or 
the United States Steel corporation, or 
both, to discredit Tennessee Coal and Iron 
stock, so that the steel corporation could 
acquire the vast holdings of ore and coal in 
the Birmingham district, Mr. Schley ayerred 
that when the transfer of Tennessee stock 
to the steel corporation was suggested in 
order to clear up a bad money situation in 
New York, he had pictured to George W. 
Perkins, a member of the finance committee 
of the steel corporation, how Tennessee Coal 
and Iron would be of enormous value to that 
corporation, how its vast ore and coal hold- 
ins were invaluable, and how its acquisition 
would enable the corporation actively to 
enter the southern steel market. 

Representative Martin W. Littleton inter- 
rogated Mr. Schley for hours and was fol- 
lowed by Representatives Stanley, chatr- 
man; Young of Michigan, Sterling of II- 
nois, Bartlett of Georgia, and other mem- 
bers of the committee. 


Loans Were Too Extended. 

After inquiring into the preliminary history 
of conditions which led up to the sale in 1907, 
Mr. Littleton asked Mr. Schley if he had 
prior to the negotiations which are now a 
matter of history, gone to J. Pierpont Morgas 
and disclosed to him his control of Tennessea 
Coal and Iron company stock.

Depositors were somewhat fewer than on 


Tuesday, 437 in all. and average deposits 
were accordingly larger. Little change in 
the g@neral appearance of the bank patrons 
was noticeable, foreigners continuing in a 
surprising minority. The appeal for their 
deposite will come later when the local bank 
remaine open for certain evenings in the 
week, offering ‘opportunity to men unable 
to get to the loop during the present bank- 
ing hours. 


Expect to Lead Country. 

The postoffice officials had not expected the 
first day's rush to continue. Now they be- 
lieve business will continue good. Unless 
New York shows a marked increase Chicago 
is expected to lead the country’s postoffices 
by a large margin. 

Figures were given out during the day for 
the local office's July business. Although 
July is usually a light month, total postal 
receipts were not far from $1,200,000 and 
showed a gain of 9 per cent over July, 1910.

New York, Aug. 2.—The Iron Age tomor- 
row will say: 

The tenor of reports from steel selling and 
producing centers is still favorable. With 
no lines showing marked activity in new 
demand production goes on at a good rate, | 
and some producers have courage enough to 
look not only for a continuance of the pace 
reached in the second half ot July but even 
for an increase in the fall months.
